. 1. Commutes oj Mana^smenL —There was no change in the personnel ot the 

Committee except that Mr. H. Neliion Wright, I.C.S., on rettim from Eoglantl, 
^aa le-appointed as inemher. The Uon’ble Mr. L. C. Porter^ C.S.I., C!IjE., 

* O.B.E.I bold the otHoe of President througbont the jear» except for nfew days^n 
the latter part of March, 1920, when he was auocead^ by Mr. B. Oakden, I.C.S., 
O.B.E., as offioiaang Comtniaaioner of L^kcow divisipn. Mr. Prajag Bayal 
continued to oiSoiate as Curator and Secret^ till lOlh September, 1919, when 
Mr. K. N. Dikshit, on reTereion from the Archaeologic^kl Department, took up 
the duties of the post for the remainder of the year. 

Three Committee meetings were held, via., on 3rd April, 3rd August, 
1919, and 2Qth January, 1920, in which matters connected with improvements 
in the Natural Hisfeory, Arohaeotogy, and Numismatic sections were discussed and 
neoessarj action takon. These will be mentioned in the body of the report under 
their respective paragraphs. • 

2 Bs*a.hlifhmeni.~~The photogiapher*dmft3man, who was temporarily 
placed on deputation in the offices of the Superintendent, Archaeological Survey, 
Eastern Grcle, Patna, reverted to his appointment in the Museum on 3rd 
September, 1919. The maiksinan-olerk was on privilege leave from the 14th to 
28th May, 1919. A temporary allowance of He. 1 per mensem , was sanctioned 
by Government to the two assistant malis whofe pay was rcoOmmended by the 
Committee to e raised from Rs. 6 to Rs. 7 each per mensem. 

3- WorJeinff of ihs Museum .—Early in April, Mughal coins re^bired for 
reproduction in plates were taken to England by Mr. W. B. M. Campbell, 1,0.8., 
and tbo work of printing the catalogue of ilughal coins entrusted to the Clarendon 
Press, Liondon. It is expected to come out ve^ soon. The catalogue of the 
ooins of the Guptas and coonectod dynasties prepared by Babu Prayag Dayal 
and Mr. C, J, Brown was oompleted and sent to the Government Press, United 
Provinc^, for pul^icatioD, From January, 1920, the room containing antiquities 
from Bhitargaon, Sravasti, aud Saukissa which were in course of arrangement, was 
thrown open^ to the public. The accessions to the Museum were satisfactory. 
Coins, metal images, soulptarcB, and terra-cottas, etc, acquired did not lack in 
number or importanca as will appear from the desoriprion given in appendix D. 

According to G. 0. no. 995/XIM72, dated the 25th October, 1919, the 
Curator attend^ the firat Conference of OriantaUste in India, Burma, and Ceylon, 
held at Poona in November, 1919. Photo .enlargements of important sculptures, 
estainpages of Inscriptions, and a fine set of electrotypes of rare and unique ooins 
contributed by the Miisehm to the exhibition held in the Bhandarkar Oriental 
Besearch Institute's Hall were highly appreciated by scholars. The Curator read 
a paper ou the “ Ideutifioation of the Kings of Aryavarta defeated by Samadia- 
gupta" mentioned in the Allahabad pillar inscriptian in which he showed (a) that 
Balav.aTnian. the last of the nine princes of Arvavarta, defeated by Samudragupta 
IS most probably identical with Balavannatj, the ancestor of Kumara Bhaskara- 
varman of A-ssain, a contemporary of the Emperor Harsha ; (6) that Rudradova 
the first priuoe, may probably be identified with Eudrasena I of the Vakataka 
dynasty, who was a contemporary of Samndragupta, and m) that this identification 
together with other identiticatiorte, proposed by scholars before, au^ests that the 
order in which the nine -kings are meutioned conforms to the dircotiou in whieli 
the territories of these biogs were situated in relation to tbo original Gupta 
domain, e g , the first king unw from south, i e.. Bundelkhandr the ne^ four from, 
south-west, i.e., easte^i Rajputana and Coutral India; the next two frofu the west 
1 . 0 ., wostern United Provinces and the last two from Bengal and AsBam. 

4. Edtfcoricwi .(ijiii reMureft.—Facilities in the stuily^of ilrohaeology and 
Numismatics wore afforded to local students during the cold weather on Saturday 
Mtemoons, the Curator hol^liog regular classea whou at liead quarters. Speoial 
discomrses on Aaoba and Eanishka were given by the Curator to a batch of students 



of anoient history from tho Bcid Christian Oollege, Lucicnow, trbo hams to Iho 
MuseuiOr^ in coDjuaotioo with their Professor and were allowed to disonsa and 
remove any doabtfal points with the help of tlie Curator. A set of eleotrotypee of 
selected coins numbering about 50 aud representing rare types from the coiaage 
of Indo-Greeks down to Oudh Kings have beeu made for ^udents. One such set 
has also been supplied to the Saidar Museum, Jodhpur. Estampagos of inaorip- 
tiond situated within the province, but uot preserved in the Museum have also' 
^ been ,made available for the use of studonts. A lecture on the “ Ethnographic 
Cqurt is the Mubqueu was delivered at the end of the cold season by Babu Frayag 
Dayal, Supenusor. 0o handled the subject from tae soieabific*poiut of view, but 
presented the facts in a popular style and siipp )rted his observations by numerous 
illustrations in the gallejfy. The students and the visitors seemed much interested 
as they were taken round the Ethnographic Court and introdnoed to the important 
exhibits with a brief description. The lecture was something in the nature of the 
Docent service, now established in certain advanced museums in America and bids 
fair to supply a real want of the public. 

It is expected that one or morv lectures of a similar naturo will be arranged 
every cold weather, provided the response from the public is satisfactory. 

The Curator contributed a note on the Nalauda seal of the Assam prince 
Kumara Bbaskaravarmao of Pragjyotisha to the Journal of the Bihar and Orissa 
Beseaich Society. As the. seal was found along with two other fragmentary seals 
of the Emperor Harsha, a friend and contemporaiy of Bbaskaravarman, it is 
probable that it may have accompanied the message of iavitatiou from Kumara 
Bbaskaravarman to the celebrated Chinese traveller, Hieuu Tsiang, while the latter 
wae staying at the Nalanda monastery. 

Eleven coins sent by the Superintendent, Archaeological Survey, Burma, were 
olasaified and described for the Phayre Museum, Bangoon.

6. ATchaeohgi /- — 'The objects secured for this section are of varied and 
considerable interest and consist of manuscript documents, brass fignres, sculptures, 
teria-cottas, beads au^ stones, etc. Appendix DJ. The only farman which 
BO far existed in the Muscuid was of Auraogi^eb, dated 14th September, 1082 H. 
This year fortunately it was possible to secure four farmam of Jabdngir, Shah 
Jahan, Btib-u'sh-Shan (son of Shah ' AJam Bad&dur), dated between 1027 and 1122 
Hijri. These record grants of land to persons for their maintenanoe. Of the 
sculptures acquired from Khukhuun, distriot Gorakhpur, one represents the happy 
twins of the Bushama-^ushama (great happineas) period of Jaina mythology and 
the other represents a female figure, probably a Yakt^hi seated with lion below the 
seat and a child on her lap and another to her right. These also presumably oonvey 
the oonceptiou of the same period of great bappLnosa of the Jaina mythology. Th:; 
terra-cottas from Kosam, district Allahabad, acquired by the Curator cover a vast 
range and represent Bpecimcns of Maurya, Andhra. Gupta, and Medieval perioda. 
To mention only a few interesting ones, the terra-cotta head of ram (no. 16 of 
Appendix D) forms part of a toy tricycle as is evident from the hole penotratpd 
through t-hwsides for the reception of the axle of aide wheels and another in the 
middle of tlv^nack. Three smaller holes at tbe top, two perforated through the side 
and one bored at the top must have been made for passing th^ leading strings. The 
surface is granulated ip imitation of the appearaucc of tbe animal aud the horns 
are shown twisted ana dentated. Floral medallions are aeon between horns and 
tho fro^pt legs are indicated on tbe sides. The object aa a whole, judging from the 
style and wotkiuanahip and fro/n similar apecimen^ Ibund by Sir John Marahall 
at Qhits, district A1 ahabad, can be ass^ned to tbe Maurya period. A eemi- 
otrcular plaq-ue (no. 17 of Appendix DJ shows in relief two bull# within rayed 
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boi^r fltandiagt side by eide^ probably yoked. They wear garlands ani floi^ers 
are strewn between horns and above. It may be ascribed to the Andhra period 
{cir€a 100 B, C.). The fragmentary boat of a female figure (no. 23 of Ap'jjondix D) 
moulded in the round has a pecnJmr style of head dress with heavy coifieure 
turned towards left and bound by a fillet. She wears heavy ear-rings and two 
braids ol.hair are hangiug at the hack to left. The style of the terra-cotta Beoms 
to reBomble that of the terra-oottas discovered in the Mauiya strata at Balandi 
Bagh (Fatal ip litre esoavations) by Dootor Spooner and it may date baefe from 
the Mauryau period. To .the existing magnificient ooUection of terra-cotta^ head* 
from Sahet-Mahet, district Oonda, was added one more head (no. 41). Unfortunfl^Iy 
it is damaged at the ohiu and the left ear is missi ig but htirs are done up iu a^ue 
knot behind and above forehead there is a serrated border. Judging from the ' 
pose and workmanship it may belong to the Gupta period. The small collection 
of beads and stones coUected by the Curator a^ Kosam, district Allah tbad, displays 
’a rich variety and inoludea beautiful specimens of cornelian, agate, jasper, and 
crystals. Some beads are cut into facets aud others have beautiful specks. Th&^e, ' 
together with the teria-cottas, were socurfd from the villageis on small payment. 
The rioh harvest of minor antiquities whmb the villagers gather every year during 
the rains gives an idea of the oxtout and im'portauca of the ancient oity of 
Kauljambi, the capital of the Vatsa country. 

7, J/wn»iwwfics.—The additions to this section* number 168, of which 
six gold and three silver coins were purohaaed. 10 siUver coins were received on loan 
from the Direotot-Geoeral of Archaeology in India and the rest presented by 
local Goverumeobs, institabions and individuiils named in Appendix B. The gold 
coius include one Kmhana (Wima Kadphiscsi; ijiree Guptas (Chandragupta II, 
archer type, Prok^iditya, and one imitation of Gi;pta ooln ourreot in Bengal); 
pne of the Bengal ruler Narir-ud-din Nasrat Shah, mint khalifatabad, 827 H.) 
and one of the Ondh King Wajid Ali Shah (a half moW). The silver coins re¬ 
present some very rare specimens of Indo-Greek rulers and were secured for 
the Museum through the good ofSoos of Mr, E B, Whitehead, I.G.S,, Ambala. 
They consist of an owl hemidraohm of Menander, a didrachm of Archebios. plain 
helmed with buire ear and horn and another didrachm of the same king, helmed 
winged and covered with aegis. The coins deposited on loan are of ApoUodotos I, 
Menandetj and Zoilos ; all of small type, with various mint marks. 

The coins presented number fi gold, 110silver, and 33 copper. Classified 
they fall under the following gronpa :—Gupta, Early Sassanian, Medieval, South 
Indian, Pathan, Bengal KulerSt Bahmauis, Qutb Shahis, ' Adil Shahis, Mughale, 
and Oudb. The acquisitions on the whole ware intoreating. A detailed list of all 
the coins received during the year with necessary references is being published for 
circulation among provincial reporters and submission to the Bireotor-fieneral of 
Archaeology in India at whose suggestion this measure has been adopted by the 
Provincial Museum Committee with a view to facilitate the distribution of ooina 
acquired under Treasure Trove and avoid duplication of the sp^simens as far as 
possible. 1,023 and 100 duplicate coins were distributed free to the darbars 
and institutions named below, respeptively r—

9, AViirai JHifi#ory.^A umgnificent collection of Kuinauu butterflig^ 
formed by Mr. H. E. J. Peake, Manageri Solon Brewery,, was porohsuc^ for 
Bs, 1,000 and prestmted by tho United Provinoes Goveromooli to the PrgviRoial 
Museum. The collection is contained in 23 boxes and consists of about 
butterflies and 17 moths, of which some are rare, it b .mostly labelled and useful 
as a reference collection to the students. Pour sloping cases with a rangcment 
for acreeuB haT?e also been made out of funds specially provided by Government 
for the display of tho Epoeimens undisturbed in their respectivo boxes. A list of* 
worn-put and faded birds Tvaa prepared by the acting Curator and circulated to 
certain omithoiogists, with the request to co-operate w'itb the Museum ia renewing 
the specimens when possible' A colleotor's gun w is purchased from the coutin- 
gencies and arrangemetits were made to send out the Museum Taxidermist iivith • 
ornithologists who would colloot speoimens for the museum. The Taxidermist thus 
remained on tour for about three mouths with Mr. A. F, Bryan* Assistant Opium 
Agent, Rao Bareli, who during his tours in the district shot about -io birds for the 
Museum. These are being studed and w'ili be put on shusv as soon as they h-ava 
been named. The thanks of the Committee are duo to Mr. Bryan for bis ^'aluable 
assistance. 

The collection of monstrosities in the Husoum was oOfered in iolo to the 
King George’s Medical College, Lurdenow, but about nine ooly of tho beat sp^imeus 
were selected and taken to the College. Mr. G. O. ililen, I.C.S., presented a 
specimen, of a liy.aTd ( Faranus bent/aieasiit) and 23 nests of birds. 

10, Pitfitrre Gafferj/,—An old photograph of Major Chamberlain, once a 
City Magistrate of Lucknow, was presented by a local gentleman and three paint- 
iiigg were purchased from Museum funds. One of these represents a painting of 
Zebunuisa, daughter of AurangKCb, and the other two represent liagnis, depicting 
the GuTikari and Sarang litigiii, rca|Mctively, 

11, The additions to the scotion number 2{>, all of which 
except a musical inadrument (murchang) we re eg Hired by purchase. Of these, 
three musical instrumeuts and 19 enlargements of photographs of aboriginal 
races deserve special mention. The instrument known as yanlm has been 
designed by a local dealer and roughly rescinbles a vina unlike which it has only 
one gourd and no frets, . The second is a kind of wedge-shaped harp called 
fangttiOT, Brass and copper w'ires nujuberiug 100 are piiaaod hoiiKontnlly from 
the right side in batches of four over 2o moveable wooden bridgos and are secured 
to the left side over as many leaden pegs. The third, popularly knowu as kamtich, 
hop a distant resemblance to an tkttlid although much mure elaborate in con- 
structiop aud finish. Both these come from Kashmir and were kindly secured 
for tho museum by Faudit Hlrauanda Shastri, M..V., M.O.L., Bnpirintcndeut, 
Archaeological Survey, Jojuinu and Kashmir States, Srinagar. 

The photo-enlargemontB arc rcproductioTis from the plates accompanying 
Dalton's Ethnology of Bengal, an authoritative W'ork, published in 1872. They 
illustrate typical races mhabiting Assam aud Bengal and show- vividly their 
features, dresses, accoutrements, and surroundings. These are very instructive 
and attractive and .ore displayed on a revolving stand close to the life-size 
models of aboriginos .already existing tu the Huseuni. These include Kanitis, 
Mishmis (Chnlikata, Digaru, aud Miju), Bor Abors, Dboba xkbore, Alimdos, Kols, 
OruoDB, Juiiugs, Ho or Larka Kols, ond Bbuiyos. • *

dent, British and Muhammadan Monuments, Northern Circle, Agra. 

14. Financ€>, — ^'Tbe receipts derived from munictpal contribution, sale of 
grass, photos, etc., show a slight excess over the es'imates and amount to Bs. £39. 
The expenditure including special grants for non-recurring Items amounts to 
Bs 28,742. Dedneting the receipts from expenditure, thd net cost to Government 
of maintaining the iusti ution luring the year comes to Rs. 28.403. 

15. SaxiiaiJi and oUi^r toc^l 7niiaiumtt‘ —Tbe Curator inspeoted the 
Archaeological Museum, Batoath, twice in hia capacity of Honorary Curator; once 
in Deoember aud a seoond time In March, Since tbe appointmonfr of an educated 
Custodian the Museum Is progressing favourably la every respect, and as excava¬ 
tions are still in progress, it is hoped that the interest w*hicb the institution has 
evoked, will oontinue unabated.. At the time of his mspection the Curator 
suggested certain improvements to be carried out at I he Museum as regards 
arrangemeot and managed to have some reference books attached to the Museum. 
In December,, the Curator, was do pitted bo the Muse nm of Archaeology at Muttra 
for preparing casts and estampages of the inscription on the Park ham imago 
r^uired for HLi Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bihar and Orissa. Ho also 
visited tlie Fy^:abad Museum and besides offering advice on the general question 
of arrangement aid exhibition, ota.ssified the collection of coins which have kinoa 
been added to by the gift of a few da Jicate coins presented by this Museum Ou 
behalf of the local Governmont, 

16. General .'—The Curator was out in camp for C7 days. Besides tbe visits 
to the Museums of Sarnath, Muttra and FyKabad. referretl to above (paragraph 
16) places in tbe Cawnpore, AJlaba^afl, Ghaiiipur, Gonda, Gorakhpur aud Alraora 
districts were visited. In April the Officiating Curator inspeoted the ancient brick 
temples at Bbitargaon and Farauli in Cawnpore distriot and in Juno the soulp- 
tores at Baijnath in Almora distriot. In October, 1919, the Curator was deputed 
to Poona to attend the 1st Conference of Orientalists in India, Burma, and Ceylon 
where he read an interesting paper ns mentioned in paragraph 3 above. 

In the inonths of February and March he toured in the Allahabad and 
Gorakhpur dis<riots, and visited Sabeth-MahetWancieut feravastij in Gonda aud 
^tatraioh dis^fets, and Bhitari in GhaKipur'^istriot The tour in Allahabad 
♦dtstwet was particularly finccessftil. Every opportunity was Uken of taking 
photographs, collating (]|hjects of antiquarian intcrcsb and preparing estampsgea 
^of inscriptions which are now available to students for eiamioaUcn and etudy,

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Annual Report on the working of the Lucknow Provincial 
Museum^ for the year ending 31st ilarch, 1921. 


1. Committee of imjiagement — Excepting the appointtpeot of Mr. h. M, 
Joplmg, i-c.s.j as a member of the Managing Committee for the romamder of th^ 
term no change took place in the constitutioQ of the ComiAittee which reinatn^ 
as ia the preceding year. The odioe of President was first held by 
Oakden. o.b.e., i,c.a., ip to 27th May, 1920, and then by Mr. L. M.-TopUn^ 
I.c s., till 18th November 1920, when I took over ohargo of the Cora missioner* 
ship of the Lucknow Division and retained the oliice of the President for the rest 
of the year. From 16th April to 1st June, 1920, Mr. K. N, Diksbit, the^ Curator 
and Secretary, took privilege leave and from 8th June, 1020, his services were 
placed at the ^posal of the Government of India, Departtnent of Euuoation. 
Mr. Prayag Dayal was appointed to officiate for him and with the exception of 
three weeks oflSciated as Curator and Secretary for the entire year. 

Three Committee Meetings were held on 3rd August and 4th November, 
1920, and on 22nd February, 1921, at which important questiema rektiug to the 
development of the Museum based on the rapidly growing requirements of tho 
educated public were disposed of. • 

2. ^ztablishment ,— The general revision of tha pay of both the pensiotiable 
and non-pensionable establishments sanctioned by the Government with effect 
from the 15tb January, 1920, gave relief to the staff. The clerk was on combined 
leave from 6th May to 18th July, 1920, and the Photographer on privilege leave 
from 19th May to.16th June, l’02O. 

3. Working of the Mirieum.’—To make room for the new Council Chamber 
in Kaisarbagb the Provincial Museum was moved, aa a temporary measure, to the 
Lai Baradari building. The removal, though effected under unavoidable evreum- 
stancea somewhat hampered its activities and upset the arrangement of_ it3 
exhibits. The Lai Baradari building haa limited accommodation quite insufficient 
for the bousing of the various collect ions. It is equally unsnited on account of 
the excessive light and dust in the rooms on the first floor which open on all aides 
through nnmerona large windows, leaving but scanty wall space for the display of 

exhibits. ^ , . v - i u 

Two godowna were therefore ooastructed iir Kaisarbagh in which heavy 
sculpture.^ of tbs Jaina, Buddhist, Brabmanica], and Muhammadan sections were 
stored away. Some of the larger figures and architectural pieces were put outside and 
a few pillars were left undisturbed in the veranlahe of the old building. Smaller 
soulptnres of the Buddhist and the Brahmanical sections together with the epigraph- 
leal records were moved to the new quarters and exhibited in two rooms which 
were available on the basement. The upper floor wsia allotted to exhibits of other 
departments. Terra cottas were displayed in one of the main rooms to the south, 
the ethnographic) objeots in the next, and the natural history specimens in the 
remaining two, A portion of ihe western wing was turned into a strong^ room for 
coins and medals and the rest partitioned between library and office.^ 
collection of old arms and implements was exhibited in the eaetern wing adjoining 

the dark room. , , i. i. 

Considerable difficulty was experienced in accommodating the big ahow-cases 
which in tho old building had stood against walls. They were taken to pieces and 
refitted and re-arrauged back to back -in the centre of rooms. Most of the exhibits 
wore either re-arranged or were in course of re-arrangement at the close of tbe year, 
A beginning bas been made in providing printed labels of an i^i proved style 
for certain important exhibits in the Archaeological and Ethnographical sections. 

The catalogues of coins of the Mughal and of the Gupla and conoectefl 
dynasties which yj-ete in course of printing have come c*t, Tbe cataloguing of

Of these, a rupee of 'Azam Shah, mint Burhanpnr, ahad, 1119 Hijri, aiM 
another of Shah Jahan II (Rafi-nd-dauSa) mint Snmt, [11] 31 Hijri being rare 
deserve special mention. A detailed list of all the coins wiH be published separately 
for distribution among proviooial reporters. 

Out of the seven medals a bronze gilt Coronation medal of King Edward 
VII and a silver Long Service medal in the Volunteer Force were puFohaaed; 
the remaining five viz., an oval War badge,.two bronze atars, a copper Victory 
medal, and a silver British War medal were presented by the Local Govern¬ 
ment. 

No coins were distributed dufing the year. Hitherto most of the dupli¬ 
cate coins sent by Government for ^e went as gifts to the Native States which 
were given precedence over private collectors. But as there ivas no response 
from the States in the matter of the exchaege of coins under the Governmeot 
of India scheme, it has now beeiL decided by Goverament that the Darbars shall 
not,, in future^ be given priority over private ooUectora, in cases where coins have 
' been acquired by payment. In oasa, however, of confiscated coins the existing 
arrangement of giving Darbats a priority of choice will continue. Twenty-seven 
duplicate coins were sold and the sale proceeds amounting to Bs. 17 paid into 
the Treasury. About half of the Pathan coins were catalogued by Babu Prayag 
Payal.

The ofSoe of tbo President was held by^ Lieut.-Colonel J. C. Paunthorpc. 
m>o., C.s.e.j I.C.3., Commissioner* Luoknow Division, throughout the year, except- 
inga few days towards the end of March, 1923, when he was plaodd on special 
duty in connection with the PAa movement. Mr, Prayag Dayal worked as offi¬ 
ciating Curator and Secretary for the whole year. 

Three Committee meetings were held during the year i on the 20th August 
and 20th October, 1921 and 28th January, 1922. In future guirtcrly meetings 
will he held on the last Saturday of April. July, October and Jau^ry each yaar- 

2, JSJjfiiftfiiAjnewf,—Owing to increased work and respoDsibility the post of 
an Assistant Curator on Bs. 200 per mensem wae created in place of the existing 
Supervisor on Bs. lOS-'T—140 with ©Boot from let April, 1921. Sanction of 
Government was also accorded to the appointment of a temporary modeller on 
Rs. 76 per mensem for one year, hub unfortunately on account of financial 
atringoncy his services had to bo termioated before the year was out. The pho¬ 
tographer and the marking olork wore each granted a month's privilege leave. 

3, WorJiinff of itie a view to secure for the Luoknow 

Museum plaster casts of important antiquities whioh are deposited in the various 
Museums of India aud are not ordinarily available for oomparative study to 
scholars of this province, tho Curator addressed all Provincial^ Museums enquir¬ 
ing if they were prepared to exchange plaster caste of exhibits in their respective 
charge for those of any exhibits in the Lucknow Maeeum. The Director-General 
f f Arebieology in India was also approached In the matter and the scheme detailed 
for the Indian Museum, Calcutta, by that officer was adopted by the Museum 
Committee. The arrangement for the preparation of moulds and distribution of 
plaster caste is quite simple and econoiuioal. For every mould prepared by an insti¬ 
tution, the purchaser ie to pay one third of tho cost incurred in preparing it in 
addition to the full cost of the plaster cast. Sueh museums as ontertam parmanont 
modellers on their staff would thus be able to render valuable service to other 
sister institutions and could eatablisb a ayetem of co-operation and exchange among 
distant museums going in for casts. Unfortunately the Lucknow Museum wilt be 
unable to participate in tho scheme approved by tho Director-General of Archeo¬ 
logy, until tho post of modeller, at present under abeyance owing to financial strin- 
gonoy, ia revived. At the close of the year a few casts of Jaina sculptures iu the 
Lucknow Museum were under preparation for the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 
which institution will supply us iu exchange some casts of the Bharhut sculptures 
which exhibit a wealth of decorative art bearing on the social and religious life of 
the Bocond century B.C. i 

To illustrate the growth aud development of Lucknow along iha aooial, 
economic and political lines, the Committee decided that, as suggested by 
Mr. C, J. Brown, measures should be taken for the coUeotioi^of useful material of 
educative value as opportunities presented themselves. It was thought that 
with the Improvement Trust ujprking at ‘present oonsidor:A>le facilities will «ije 
aSorded in obtaining the records, Btatistioa aud plabs^which were readily avaflable. 
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To solve tlie problem of exhibition spneo and work out a detailed scheme for run-, 
ning the “ Lucknow Section,a Sub-(Joniinittee oonsisting of the following gentle-*

4. Ed»cfliton o»d r^itforcA.—.imoDg measures for advancing the popularity 
aud increasing the, educative value o( the Museum may be meationed the lan¬ 
tern slides aud piotoiial cards of exhibits invested with more than ordinary impor- 
tauco. Arrangemoota are being made to try, by way of experiment, the sale 
of pictorial cards at a modorate cost to the studouts and the general public 
viaiting the Museum. A fairly ropresentativo collection of lantern slides 
has been purchased out of the grant of Rs. 1,000 generously sanotioned by the 
Governmeut. These have a direct bearing on the subjects illustrated in the 
Museum and comprise objects of art, architecture, natural history, aatrouomy and 
history. 'J hoy will be freely lent out to schools, colleges and private lecturers 
and will, it 13 hoped, stimulate the growing interest of the public by disBominating 
popular knowledge of various subjeots, specially in places remote from Museums 
and University centres. 

The Curator delivered a public lecture illustrated by lantern slidaa on the 
"Buddhist Art as represented in the Provincial Museum, Luckuow" in the 
Canning College under the prendeucy of L. M, Jopliug, Esq., i.o s. The lecturer 
roused an interest in the autiquarian treasures possessed by the Museum and em¬ 
phasised its utility as a praOtioal centre of education for the busy and leisure hours 
alike. 


The Curator re-arranged the gold aud silver Mughal coins in the big cabinet 
following the order giveu iu the printed catalogue prepared by Mr. C, J, Brown.

_ 6, ^ Atch^ology, The additions to the Archmologioal Section were of great 
antiquarian and educative value and for the most part belonged to the pro- 
bistorJe period. A representative oolleotiou of nine palacoliths of various 
atag^, six celts, four copper axe-hoada, two copper bar celts, one copper 
or bronze double axe-head, two copper or bronze bells and two bangles w'as 
obtained from tbo Patna Museum in exchange for duplicate antiquities excavated 
at the auoient sites of Easia and Sabot-Mahet.

10, Picture — Among one oE the finest acoeasiona may be men¬ 

tioned mozKotint portrait cfl “a Vizir of Oudh (possibly King Ghazi-U(i<diti 
Haidar), dated 1817. It ie a proof copjjf numbered 150, sketc(;ied by Homo and 
engraved by Way. Next cornea a beautiful sketch showing the capture of elephants 
by Maharaj Drigbijay Singh of Balrampar which furnisbcB an example of a highly 
intcrestiug and admirably well-finished scene. Both of these were purchased 
t from Mugeum funds along with a pimting of Nawab f aadnt Khao, Barban ul- 
*u^ulii.* A bronze* medallion depicting the coat-of-arma of Oudh rulers and 40 
pictures were transferred to the Museum from the Fublio Libr^y, so that all the 
medals and paintings might remain together in one oolleotion. The latter require 
a careful weeding out as .most of them besides being of poor workmanship are 
badly worn out. 

—The additions to this section ate of varied interest and 
include a straw bead-band and two pairs of bangles worn by Mundas and OraouB, 
a musical instrument {Gangtlbifjfl) used by Khonds and two others used by 
Mundas and Oraona, These, together with a harpoon head originating from South 
Australia, were acquired by exchange oE duplicates from the Patna Museum, 
Fourteen objects, formiug part of the accoutrement and handiwork of the abori- 
gicese inbabidng the Andaman and Nicobar Islands and Assam Kills, were likewise 
secured from the Director, Zoological Survey of India, Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

Among other objecis of interest may be mentioned a rifle of the typo used 
by the Belgian peasantry to repel the first onslaught of the Germans at the com- 
mencement of the Great War tn 1914. This was picked up on battlefield by 
Captain II. W, Anderson and presented to the Museum by Major A. G. Warren, 
A.u.i.E.E, Lucknow. A peouUar piece of armour {Sher baiclia) resembling a 
short barrel with arrangement for strings to pass round the shoulder and then 
burled against the enemy by a class of people kuowo as Bdnbej/ was purchased 
along with two brass looped seals which served as a license for carrying about 
swords in the days. 

Not less interesting than the additions juet described is the collection of 
bamboo iioplements, toys, etc., collected by Mr, F. B. Bbepring, i.c g„ Lucknow, 
along the north coast of Now Guinea and sold to the Museum,* These articles 
are still in use and serve as a living index of the stage of civilization at pnesent 
reached by the tribes of that country.
